What’s New in Bang’s Disease Control 


The Results of a Survey of Recent Changes in Legislation or Regu- 
lations by Various States Indicate Broad Sanction of Calfhood Vac- 


cination. : : 


Most important news to the cattle indus- 
try in 1940 was the announcement that calf- 
hood vaccination against Bang’s disease had 
been given official approval by the Bureau 
of Animal Industry, whose chief, Doctor 
John R. Mohler, reported federal sanction 
before the United States Live Stock Sani- 
tary Association, key organization of regu- 
latory officials and research workers in the 
animal disease control field. 

In his remarks Doctor Mohler recom- 
mended that calfhood vaccination under 
supervision be given a place in the national 
Bang’s control program, which was then 
and is now administered by the various 
states. Doctor Mohler also recommended 
that a herd under the vaccinal plan might 
be certified as free from Bang’s disease 
provided all animals over two years of age 
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By C. T. Conklin, in the Ayrshire Digest 


revealed at least two negative reactions 
with tests properly spaced. 

Up until the time of this memorable 
meeting, calfhood vaccination had been the 
most controversial subject pertaining to 
cattle management. For several years 
breeders and state officials had been di- 
vided in their opinions. Calfhood vaccina- 
tion had been in official ill-repute, while 
there was a general beating of tom-toms 
for “test and slaughter” as a cattle reduc- 
tion program, a public health measure and 
of course in the hopes that it would be a 
means of eradicating Bang’s disease. Un- 
fortunately, in too many instances any re- 
spect for vaccination was considered to be 
an attack on the agglutination test. 

Although prior to the 1940 Chicago meet- 
ing the attitude of officials in several states 


had become much more liberal, only 

few had openly taken a stand giving ant 
proval to calfhood vaccination. Of course 
some of those in other states were sym- 
pathetic, but had refused to take the initia- 
tive without federal approval. No doubt the 
undercurrent of increasing breeder interest 
in calfhood vaccination, a reduction in jn- 
demnity funds and the success of breeders 
who had vaccinated had tempered opinions 
prior to Doctor Mohler’s speech. However 
Doctor Mohler’s remarks were the “go” 
signal for breeders and officials who cared 
to accept calfhood vaccination. 

In an attempt to present a summary of 
any changes in regulations or state laws 
made by the various states, The Ayrshire 
Digest submitted the following list of ques- 
tions to officials in each state. Replies have 
been received from forty-six of the forty- 
eight states. Those not replying were 
South Dakota and Wisconsin. 

The questions were as follows: 


(1) Have you taken steps to recognize calf- 


hood vaccination in your’ Bang’s_ control 
program ? 
Of the forty-six replying, forty-two 


answered “Yes.” The four answering “No” 
were Georgia, Indiana, North Carolina and 
Virginia. North Carolina stated that it did 
not care to sanction calfhood vaccination 
except under very unusual conditions and 
advised that there seemed to be no need for 
it in that state. Although officials in Rhode 
Island reported that steps have been taken 
to recognize vaccination, they also stated 
that no very definite plan had yet been 
formulated. North Dakota advised that it 
was using vaccination only in a very limit- 
ed manner. Indiana advised that “the Gen- 
eral Assembly of the state in both 1939 
and 1941 refused to show consideration for 
the plan of vaccination as recommended by 
the Bureau of Animal Industry.” 

(2) Are you contemplating the accreditation 

of herds in which calfhood vaccination is be- 

ing practiced? 

In this connection it was rather interest- 
ing to note that several states recognize 
calfhood vaccination, but at the same time 
have not yet made any provisions for ac- 
crediting herds in which calfhood vaccina- 
tion is being practiced, notwithstanding the 
fact that the Bureau of Animal Industry 
has specifically outlined a program by 
which this may be done. The states report- 
ing this condition were Nevada, North Da- 
kota, Ohio and South Carolina. Perhaps the 
most inconsistent stand is that of Ohio, 
which has a program for supervising calf- 
hood vaccination and at the same time re- 
fuses to accredit a herd as free from Bang’s 
disease unless all cattle over six months of 
age are negative to the test at least once 
each year. As previously mentioned, federal 
recommendations are definitely contrary to 
the Ohio regulations, which seem to be de- 
signed to inconvenience those who would 
elect calfhood vaccination. 

(3) Are you paying indemnity for reactors 
in herds in which calfhood vaccination is 
practiced ? 


This question was rather improperly stat- 
ed, because of the fact that in several states 
no indemnity is being paid for reactors, 
regardless of the disease control plan being 
followed by the owner. Such is the case in 
Arkansas, California, Indiana, Kansas, Ne- 
vada, Texas, Oklahoma, Rhode Island, 
Massachusetts and possibly other states.

hand, it is significant that twenty-nine 
states are paying indemnity for Bang’s re- 
actors in herds that are practicing calfhood 
vaccination. New York, a leading dairy 
state does not have funds available for this 
purpose. A review of the regulations of the 
various states indicates that there is a wide 
variation in the requirements for payment 
of indemnity. Apparently, indemnity still 
seems to be regarded by officials as of first 
consideration. 

(4) Is calfhood vaccination increasing under 

your supervision ? 

All states reported an increase except 
Georgia, Kansas, Michigan, New Hamp- 
shire, Virginia, West Virginia and Wyom- 
ing. Of these, Wyoming and Michigan re- 
ported only very slight changes.

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LeBaron’s Latest Purchase

During 1941 many events of more than 
usual interest to Aberdeen-Angus breeders 
occurred. To mention but a few, there was 
the great Lonjac Sale; the record breaking 
J. Garrett Tolan auction; the purchase of 
Eileenmere 260th by Ravenswood at a price 
of $15,000.00; the purchase of the Bate’s 
herd in Oklahoma by Ravenswood, which 
same included the great International grand 
champion bull, Envious Blackcap B. 6th, 
also a $15,000.00 animal; the purchase by 
Mr. and Mrs. Cotnareanu of a large tract of 
what was then known at Canterbury Farm, 
and their subsequent purchase of the very 
select Broadview herd, including the Inter- 
national grand champion bull, Epponian 8th 
of Rosemere. These are a few of the high- 
lights that occurred in 1941. 


Mr. and Mrs. Cotnareanu figured in two 
of the events mentioned. When they had 
purchased the land from Colonel A. E. 
Peirce, now known as LeBaron Farm, there 
was some speculation as to what breed or 
breeds of live stock might be bred on this 
farm. It wasn’t long until] Aberdeen-Angus 
had been chosen, for the purchase of the 
Broadview herd was an event that was of 
great importance to many Aberdeen-Angus 
breeders. Further, the securing of Dave 
Sutherland as manager assured Aberdeen- 
Angus breeders that the Broadview herd 
would go on and develop more top breeding 
stock. The LeBaron herd as it has since 
been known has certainly not backed up, 
but has gone ahead, and with the latest 
event concerning LeBaron, there should be 
no little concern exhibited by breeders 
everywhere, when LeBaron really starts 
showing the cattle they have and are now 
even more likely to breed and develop. 


The entire Winton herd has been added 
to LeBaron Farm’s establishment of seed 
stock from which to build better breeding 
stock. That’s the Christmas present that 
Dave Sutherland wanted for LeBaron and 
the present that Mr. and Mrs. Cotnareanu 
bought for their Virginia farm. It so hap- 
pens that upon many occasions, we have 
visited at Winton Farm. One might state 
the herd was founded in 1935, for it was 
about that year that the late Colonel James 
B. Dillard began to exert more study, more 
effort and more care in building the herd

to its present number of more than one 
hundred head. He wasn’t through building, 
but his efforts, his purchases, his matings 
of cattle have already proven that his ideas 
were certainly right. The showing made by 
cattle he had bred at Winton Farm when 
they were exhibited at the 1941 Interna- 
tional, caused comment enough to stimulate 
any breeder’s desire to own the herd that 
produced these great show cattle. Not 
every year does a new exhibitor bring cattle 
of such uniformity, such quality and style 
to the International, and added to it, the 
bloom into which Jim Stork, Winton herds- 
man, had brought them to Chicago, for he 
had them ready and they more than ex- 
ceeded expectations. 

It was in the latter part of November 
that we last saw the breeding herd, and we 
can easily state that we have never seen 
the cows in better condition, not show fat, 
but doing well, in excellent breeding condi- 
tion.

November in looking them over than on 
some other occasions, and we are of the 
opinion that few herds, where fifty or more 
breeding females are to be found, would be 
classed above it as to type, quality, style or 
good breeding.

Grand champion honors of the 18th An- 
nual Producers Junior Calf Show and Sale, 
held December 4th and 5th at National 
Stock Yards, Illinois, were awarded to a 
975 pound Aberdeen-Angus steer Defender, 
exhibited by Ralph Bean, 19 year old 4-H 
Club member of Eldorado, Illinois, and son 
of Mr. and Mrs. Norval Bean, farmers who 
operate some 440 acres in Saline county. 
The calf was sold at the auction to the Kro- 
ger Grocery and Baking Co. of St. Louis, 
at 54 cents per pound. 

Reserve champion honor went to Dale 
Morgan, 11 year old 4-H Club boy of Madi- 
son, Missouri, who exhibited an 1170 pound 
Hereford. His calf was purchased by 
Lynn’s Market of St. Louis, at 30 cents per 
pound. 

The grand champion calf of the show and 
sale originated from the George Bond and 
Son herd of Galatia, Illinois. It was pur- 
chased a year ago last December 10th at 
the weight of 560 pounds. Ralph started 
his calf immediately on crushed corn and 
barley. The barley was ground in warm 
weather and cooked during the _ cold 
weather. The calf was finished on a full 
feed of corn, ground barley and alfalfa hay. 
It won first place at the county fair. 

Around 400 calves were brought in for 
the show and sale with some 320 being ex- 


hibited. These calves were entered from 
thirty-five counties in Missouri and thirty- 
five in Illinois. Gallatin County, Illinois, 
led the list of entries with a total of forty, 
and won a plaque donated by the East St. 
Louis Chamber of Commerce for having the 
largest exhibit of Vocational Agriculture 
entries. Boone County, Missouri, was 
second in the list of entries with a total of 
twenty-eight. 

Adair County, Missouri, for the third 
consecutive year won the silver loving cup 
for having the best county group of five 
calves. Entries in the show competed for 
several hundred dollars in cash, silver lov- 
ing cups, plaques and ribbon awards. 

On the evening of the show the exhibi- 
tors were entertained at the National Stock 
Yards hotel, at which time prizes were 
awarded by J. R. Fulkerson, Director of the 
Producer Board. Exhibitors were taken on 
a tour of the city of St. Louis as guests of 
the Chamber of Commerce of that city, the 
trip including various points of interest. 

Nelson G. Kraschel, former Governor of 
Iowa, and nationally known auctioneer, 
wielded the gavel at the sale. The large 
packer buyers on the market judged the 
calves. S. T. Simpson was acting superin- 
tendent of the event this year. 

This Annual Show and Sale, which start- 


ed back in 1924, is limited strictly to bona 
fide members of standard Junior Baby Beef 
Clubs between the ages of 10 and 21 years 
who are working under the supervision of 
the Agricultural Extension Service of the 
State Colleges of Agriculture and co-oper- 
ating agencies, and also those working 
under the Smith Hughes project, known as 
Vocational Agriculture. 

The first thirty prize winners of the show 
averaged 1113 pounds and sold at an aver- 
age price of $16.52 per hundred weight at 
the auction. The first ten Aberdeen-Angus 
winners averaged $18.77 per hundred 
weight; the first ten Herefords, $16.00 per 
hundred weight, and the first ten Short- 
horns $14.78 per hundred weight. The bulk 
of calves exhibited sold in the auction at 
from $1.50 to $2.00 per hundred weight 
above the week’s market top on commercial 
cattle of $12.35 per hundred weight, and in 
many cases considerably higher.

A Typical Story. 

A story typical of what may well be ex- 
pected in the Aberdeen-Angus breeding 
business is found in a recent letter from Mr. 
Ralph Hall, of Monee, Illinois, in which he 
says: “Just a line concerning the past. 
Place, Aledo, Illinois, sales pavilion. Date, 
October 7, 1937. A ten year old cow in the 
ring. Mr. Tolan had just bought her heifer 
calf at $165.00. I asked you how many more 
calves she was good for and you said ‘she 
looks like at least three more to me’. She 
has just dropped her fourth calf since she 
came here, two of which have been real 
calves.” And that’s the story of what an 
“old” Aberdeen-Angus cow is capable of do- 
ing when given half a chance and reason- 
able care.

ny cay quammen Ohio Breeders Fortunate in Hlanng J. B. McCorkle at O. .8. U. 


We really have no definite idea as to how 
many years J. B. McCorkle has been at 
Ohio State University, or how many years 
he has been greatly interested in Aberdeen- 
Angus or other breeds of beef cattle. We 
do have an idea he is doing a rather splen- 
did job, not alone with his duties at the 
University in selecting, fitting and showing 
both breeding cattle and steers and always 
having a few good ones around for students 
to judge and learn to better appraise live- 
stock, but especially in his interest and ef- 
forts with regard to better livestock in 
Ohio. We really do not know (he has never 
so stated to us) whether he prefers Aber- 
deen-Angus over other beef breeds, but we 
have a good idea that he does appreciate 
Aberdeen-Angus. He should, for in the past 
two years, Mr. McCorkle has been at the 
halter of two Aberdeen-Angus steers that 
have each made a very strong bid for top 
honors. In fact, at the 1940 International, 
Ohio’s Model, a son of Glencarnock Eric of 
Cremona, the 1940 International grand 
champion bull, was selected as the Reserve 
Champion Lightweight Steer over all 
breeds, while at the recent 1941 Internation- 
al, Ohio’s Elite another lightweight steer 
was first in class, and went on to win Res- 
erve Championship of the breed and be- 
come champion over all breeds in his weight. 
That’s knocking at the gate and one of 
these years “Mac” may both lead in and 
lead out the grand champion steer of the 
great International. Further honors though, 
and equally interesting to us, is his winning 
of the blue ribbon at the 1941 International 
on junior heifers calves. This great little 
heifer, Ohio’s Queen Harrison 2d, was cer- 
tainly a tidy beast and needed to be to win 
against Elberta of Winton, a daughter of 
Robert the Bruce of Wickwire and out of 
Ellnora Winton, a granddaughter of Revol- 
ution of Page 43d. In fact, Ohio’s Queen 
Harrison 2d defeated a full sister to the 
1941 International grand champion bull, 
Wintonier 4th, for the top honors in the 
baby heifer class. Much credit can go to 
McCorkle, for he was trying every minute 
to put her over and was showing against 
a lad, (Jim Stork, Winton Farm herdsman) 
that stood close to the top in practically 
every class in which he was entered. It is 
not the actual winning that means so much, 
but the fact that Ohio State University does 
have a creditable enough herd of breeding 
cattle to bring out a winner, serves to stim-

Buckeye state and to cause breeders 
throughout the state to have greater confi- 
dence in the judgment of Mr. McCorkle 
with reference to his beef cattle selections. 
With that confidence, that “Mac” does en- 
joy in his state goes a rather encompassing 
bit of responsibility. For breeders through- 
out the state seek his aid in chosing their 
herd bulls in adding females to the breed- 
ing herd, and in culling their herds. We 
have visited a few herds in Ohio, know a 
few of the breeders and we haven’t ever 
heard of any occasion where “Mac” had 
not when requested offered his honest ad- 
vice. That’s a most commendable trait for 
breeders everywhere (not all but a large 
number of them) may ask for criticsm and 
if in answer to the request if the criticism

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frequently noted a tendency upon the part 
of the inquiring breeder to be offended. 


But McCorkle does more than select, fit 
and show cattle and help other breeders. 
Much of his time and effort is expended in 
the promotion of beef cattle in the state. 
Like most people connected with one or an- 
other of the agricultural institutions, he 
doesn’t confine his interest or effort to just 
one breed. 


Our association with him has been, of 
course, connected with Aberdeen-Angus 
activities in the state of Ohio. He serves 
as the Secretary-Treasurer of the Ohio 
Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Association, and 
does a splendid job of it, manages the an- 
nual auction sale to the general satisfaction 
of seller and buyer, and helps to select the 
cattle with the sales committee and is most 
co-operative to the end of improving the 
general average of Aberdeen-Angus activity 
in the state. It is questionable if an Ohio 
Aberdeen-Angus __ Breeders’ Association 
would have been in existence today, and 
especially in existence as a really promo- 
tional agency, if it had not been for 
“Mac’s” effort in helping to get an organiz- 
ation and then continued effort in keeping 
it going ahead. 

With the help of a sales committee he 
will again manage the Ohio Spring Sale. To 
breeders who are consigning or wish to 
consign cattle, we ask that each one give 
his help, send in the pedigrees early, write 
a footnote that is of sales advantage and 
carefully feed and fit your consignments, 
so that sale date may be a more pleasant 
and profitable date for all Buckeye Breed- 
ers of Aberdeen-Angus.

Situation 
of Today 
and That 
of the 
Future?

“Do you know that the Swift Packing 
Plant at La Plate is larger than the Chicago 
Plant?” “No, I did not,” was my answer 
to Mr. Donald Burns, chief buyer for Swift 
International of the Argentine. I had been 
invited by Mr. Burns to join a distinguished 
group—mostly visitors from foreign coun- 
tries—for a tour of inspection of this, one 
of the world’s largest meat packing insti- 
tutions. It covers many acres adjacent to 
the River Plate, with its docks ordinarily 
filled with ships from England awaiting 
their loads of beef. At the time I visited 
there, however, there were very few Eng- 
lish ships in the harbor and these few would 
have to brave the hazards of the battle of 
the Atlantic before they could land their 
cargoes at the war-torn ports of the British 
Isles. Some were getting through; others 
were not. At any rate, meat eating Britain 
was growing hungrier for beef day by day. 
There was a surplus of beef in the Argen- 
tine at that time, but there was a definite 
shortage of ships to carry it to the ports 
where it was most needed. 


This fact was more clearly born in upon 
me as the tour progressed through the 
many departments of this great meat pack- 
ing plant south of the equator. Its vast stor- 
age spaces were filled to capacity with as 
fine a quality of beef as the world famed 
pampas pastures are capable of producing 
—beef that would rival in quality our own 
high standard of the corn belt. And back 
on the great estancias of the live stock and 
grain belt surrounding Buenos Aires in a 
semi-circle I had, during the preceding ten 
days, seen herd after herd of commercial 
beef cattle numbering thousands of head 
awaiting a call to the markets of La Plate, 
which were influenced by the quantity which 
could be shipped to England. In fact, it 
seemed to me that the almost unlimited 
acres of the pampas were literally covered 
with beef cattle. There are comparatively 
few dairy cattle in the Argentine. 


This picture of bovine plenty in the mak- 
ing was still fresh in my mind as we went 
through the canning department of Swift 
International, where I observed the magni- 
tude of this phase of the meat business of 
the Argentine. Here was something that 
was indeed a surprise to me. Heretofore I 
had always been of the opinion that only 
meat which was not of good enough quality 
to market by other methods was put into 
cans, but on this day I saw with my own 
eyes meat of as good quality as could be 
found anywhere in the world being canned 
for shipment to whatever markets were 
available, including those of the United 
States. And much of this high quality meat 


was being marketed in this way because of

lack of space for carrying it as chilled beef 
to Great Britain. 

“Please tell me,” I said to our host, “is 
Swift International representative of the 
other plants here? Are they too over sup- 
plied with beef and for lack of a market 
canning great quantities of prime beef? 
And how does their volume of business com- 
pare with yours? Yes, conditions were sim- 
ilar in all of the plants, but as to volume, 
the Anglo, an English concern, was much 
larger and Wilson and Armour were some- 
what smalier.” 

We finished our inspection after several 
interesting hours, and were taken to the 
beautiful Country Club House on a scenic 
spot not far distant, maintained solely for 
the personnel of Swift International, where 
after listening to several interesting 
speeches by various members of our party 
at the conclusion of a delicious luncheon, I 
learned still more of the beef situation of 
the Argentine. Sitting next to me was 
youthful brilliant Paul Nyhlus, commercial 
attache of the United States Embassy in 
3uenos Aires. Mr. Nyhlus had spent a num- 
ber of years in Argentina, and due to his 
connections, was exceedingly well-informed. 
He very courteously gave me much invalu- 
able information concerning all phases of 
business and agriculture there. All that I 
had learned that day I pondered seriously 
after I left this delightful company. I had 
had a close-up view of what seemed to me a 
burdensome supply of beef dependent upon 
a woeful lack of ships to carry it to the 
countries which could use it to such good 
advantage. I had seen the great stretches 
of the pampas, the most fertile agricultural 
region of the world, with its possibilities of 
still further expanding its production, and 
I was worried, worried with the thought of 
what large imports of beef from the Ar- 
gentine could do the producers of my own 
country, should foot-and-mouth disease sud- 
denly cease to be a barrier to imports of 
fresh beef from this great cattle producing 
country, with a consuming population of 
only thirteen million despite their more 
than treble per capita consumption, com- 
pared to our own. 

This was in August of 1940. I returned 
to the United States and began to study our 
own meat supply, and found to my still 
greater apprehension that we were rapidly 
approaching an all-time high in beef pro- 
duction. I then turned to the British Isles 
and the picture changed. Here the great

to be the most eventful and probably the 
most tragic year in world history, the meat 
situation is in a decidedly different posi. 
tion. <A letter from the same Donald Burns 
of Swift International received a few weeks 
ago says, “Conditions here are entirely re- 
versed from the time of your visit. Now 
English ships wait patiently at the whartfs 
while we scour the country for enough beef 
to load them, and Argentine housewives are 
complaining about the high cost of meat.” 
This to the writer would seem to be a com- 
plete removal of any threat which may 
have existed of heavy imports of beef from 
the Argentine to the United States, l- 
though we haven’t any accurate information 
on the meat supply of the European contin- 
ent, there is every reason to believe that the 
ruthless and tyrannical invaders of the con- 
quered countries have stripped them bare 
of meat animals, a destruction which will 
require many years to overcome even after 
peace arrives. 

As far as our own country is concerned, 
our actual involvement in the most devas- 
tating war of world history removes all 
likelihood of any over-supply of meat now 
or in the near future. In fact, with the call 
which is sure to come to us to help feed the 
hungry of lands less fortunate than our 
own, a tax may even be put on our ability 
to meet the requirements which may be 
made upon us. No one knows at this time 
what the future holds, but everyone should 
know that we face grave responsibilities, 
and that one of them is to maintain to the 
maximum our production of food, the most 
important item of which is meat. It is our 
patriotic duty to see to it that the cause for 
which our soldiers and sailors are dying 
does not suffer because of a lack of food, 
regardless of any threat of future sur- 
pluses which are not likely to occur anyway, 
at least for many years, considering the ex- 
treme depletion of present and potential 
supplies.

cial or grade Aberdeen-Angus heifers.

Commercial herds of Aberdeen-Angus is 
what breeders all throughout the country 
should be promoting. For the breed needs 
more and larger herds of Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle to produce feeder cattle for an ever 
increasing demand. There will be more and 
more meat demanded of the commercial 
breeder, and we should like to see as many 
herds producing Aberdeen-Angus feeders as 
is possible. Grade or commercial heifers 
should not be marketed as beef, today. 
There are far too many possible buyers for 
them to be used as the foundation for com- 
mercial herds. 

We have no idea as to the number of 
breeding herds of registered Aberdeen-An- 
gus cattle in the state of Virginia. We do 
know there is a surprisingly large number 
of herds and that many of them are still 
comparatively new herds, with more and 
more being established each year. 


We should like to see every breeder of 
registered Aberdeen-Angus cattle in Vir- 
ginia take the time to seriously go through 
his entire herd, with the purpose in mind of 
selecting his top cattle with regard to pedi- 
gree as well as individuality. After check- 
ing them through, we feel that every breed- 
er will find some, several cows that either 
do not meet the standard set in breeding, 
individuality or is not the producer that 
some of the cows are. These cattle lacking 
quality, or breeding could we believe be 
most satisfactorily marketed today to breed- 
ers of commercial cattle. Tear up the reg- 
istration papers if you wish. It might be 


Perhaps there are many Virgini 
who would consider selling Figen pedo 
less desirable females, and yet feel] that tn 
secure a market for them would cost a |ot 
of money. Our experience with auctions of 
commercial Aberdeen-Angus in Virginia and 
other states would lead us to suggest hold. 
ing a combination or consignment sale of 
commercial Aberdeen-Angus cattle some 
time in the early spring. 

With a hundred breeders, consigning oy 
the average three or four head, a Most 
active crowd of buyers could be secured 
The cattle could be graded as to ages, sizes 
and either with calves at side or bred to 
calve, could be grouped in several lots of 
fifteen and twenty head, and sold to the 
best possible advantage. 


As an annual event, the sale could goon 
become one of the biggest sources of rey. 
enue to Virginia breeders in the year, and 
we don’t mean strictly the sale of the com. 
mercial cattle. We refer more to the po- 
tential sale of registered bulls to head these 
commercial breeders’ herds. Suppose such 
a sale were planned for the early spring of 
1942, and that four hundred head of com- 
mercial cattle were to be sold at auction, 
If four hundred head were to be offered 
there should be at least three hundred 
eighty head of females. The sale could use 
twenty head of bulls, registered bulls, of 
course. Continuing the assumption of such 
a sale, there would likely be from fifteen to 
thirty new commercial herds established. If 
such were the case, Virginia breeders would 
have a possible demand in 19438 for fifteen 
to thirty more registered bulls, and each 
year the number could be increased. And 
with more and more herds being founded 
the greatest difficulty known to the breed 
today would soon be overcome. That dif- 
ficulty is, in our minds, at least, the sale of 
the less desirable registered bulls.

Aberdeen-Angus breeders in Maryland 
have more than one or two scattered events 
each year, and 1942 will likely see new oc- 
casions for them to meet and discuss their 
pleasant business. For to most Maryland 
breeders, this business of producing Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle, fitting them, developing 
and showing them as well as selling them 
either at private treaty or at public auction 
is a pleasure. Not that it is a hobby. It 
definitely is not that. There may be a few 
breeders in Maryland today, who establish- 
ed herds as a hobby, but since have become 
interested to the point where the word, 
hobby, no longer can describe their efforts 
toward building a better breeding herd. 
These Maryland breeders play for keeps, 
they play fairly but they like to win, and a 
blue ribbon at a Breeders’ Show is still 
award enough to encourage real effort in 
fitting an animal for the annual fall show. 
And commenting about a Breeders’ Show, 
many organizations could well study the 
Maryland Breeders’ Show and learn a very 
good lesson. The event along with the an- 
nual spring sale has possibly done more to 
stimulate and to hold interest, to improve 
the different herds throughout the state 
than any other cause. 


During the month of January a meeting 
is to be held where the main subject con- 
sidered will be the May 4th sale at Freder- 
ick. Maryland breeders have a mark at 
which to shoot, we refer to the 1941 aver- 
age of nearly $400.00 per head. To equal 
or better it, Maryland breeders will again

have to individually consign some of their 
real tops. That they will do that is in our 
minds a “lead pipe” cinch. They will also 
have to fit and carefully groom their res- 
pective animals for the sale, and here’s 
possibly the most difficult job, for there are 
still those who either feel that breeding 
cattle cannot have any meat on their ribs 
or just never get started early enough to 
get their consignments in an attractive sale 
condition. The sales expense alone justifies 
that effort, and certainly the thought, the 
time and well bred cattle merit that extra 
bit of care that changes an ordinary animal 
into a highly desirable one. The breeder 
who has on just one occasion fitted his 
cattle for a consignment sale, never again 
fails to do so, and never notices his consign- 
ment sell at a disadvantage because of lack 
of fitting.

If a show 
were held and the winners of different 
classes were sold first in the sale, the dif- 
ferent consignors would soon realize the 
desirability of offering better type, and of 
grooming their cattle for the event.

Or to put it in 
a better light, note how easy it is to secure 
better prices for cattle, immediately after 
a highly successful sale has been held in the 
nearby territory. 


The annual sale will be May 1st at Lex- 
ington. All cattle for this event should cer- 
tainly have been selected by this date. They 
need not have been accepted, but all breed- 
ers should have chosen the ones they want 
to sell and then await the okay of the se- 
lection committee when it visits the herds 
to pass on the cattle. Why not write to J. 
Harvey Allen at R. F. D. No. 2, Lexington, 
now to inform him what you have for sale.

Clarence Bradley, of Calhoun, Missouri, Shows His Aberdeen- 
Angus Steer to that Honor at the St. Louis Live Stock Ex- 
change Junior Feeders Exposition. This Steer Sold at $90.00 
per Hundred Pounds to the Hampton Village Market, St. Louis

The 1941 St. Louis Live Stock Exchange 
Boys and Girls Calf Club Show, held at the 
St. Louis National Stock Yards, December 
11th to 12 inclusive gave the Aberdeen- 
Angus breed another opportunity to annex 
an important grand championship. It was 
Clarence Bradley, of Calhoun, Missouri, 
who upheld the record of the breed on this 
occasion. When asked to tell the Journal 
readers something about his calf, this is 
what he wrote: 

Mr. Fred Hahne 

“I am writing you a few lines in regard 
to my Aberdeen-Angus steer, Victory, which 
was grand champion at the St. Louis Live 
Stock Exchange show on December 11th 
and 12th. This steer weighed 1055 pounds 
and brought 90 cents a pound. I purchased 
him from Maynard George, of Calhoun, in 
the fall of 1940 and started him on a feed 
consisting of shelled corn, oats, barley, and 
Dannen’s Cattle Fattener. He was never 
showed except at the American’ Royal 
where he stood second to my Aberdeen- 
Angus steer which was the Champion Aber- 
deen-Angus of the open class. There were 
around 465 entries in the show at St. Louis. 

This calf was sired by Revolution’s Elban 
560788, which was by Glencarnock Revolu- 
tion 6th, and his dam was sired by Ban- 
dolier of Lonjac, by Bandolier of Anoka. 
We have several good calves on feed for the 
coming year, some of which are sired by 
either Revolution’s Elban or Bandolier of 
Lonjac.” 


Secretary H. A. Powell, of the St. Louis 
Live Stock Exchange show writes: “We are 
enclosing a picture of the grand champion

calf, an Aberdeen-Angus. This is the four- 
teenth consecutive year that the Aberdeen- 
Angus have won supreme honors at an Ex- 
change event. At the annual Boys’ and 
Girls’ Calf Club Show sponsored by the St. 
Louis Live Stock Exchange at the National 
Stock Yards, Illinois, on December 11-12th, 
there were 175 Aberdeen-Angus exhibitors 
out of a total of 454 participating from Mis- 
souri, Illinois and Iowa. Clarence Bradley, 
of Henry County, Missouri, won the grand 
championship with a 1055 pound Aberdeen- 
Angus calf which he obtained from the herd 
of M. L. George. This is young Bradley’s 
last year in junior calf work. His calf sold 
at the auction following the show for 90c a 
pound to Hampton Village Market, St. 
Louis. Excluding the grand champion, 
twenty-nine Aberdeen-Angus prize winning 
calves averaged $16.01 per cwt. The first 
prize calf in the light weight division, under 
940 pounds, went to Kenneth P. Eitel, of 
Adair County, Missouri. The entire sale 
average on 411 calves, all breeds, excluding 
the grand and reserve champions, was 
$14.43 per cwt., the highest realized for that 
many calves at St. Louis since 1931. Aber- 
deen-Angus prize winners with prices re- 
ceived were as follows:

; ill be noted that all meats are rich sources of protein 
and that ‘he protein is of high quality, as indicated by the three 
: stars opposite the various foods. Four ounces of meat daily pro- 
- vides twenty-four per cent of the daily protein requirement, ac- 
cording to the Board. The necessity of adequate protein in the 
diet is being emphasized by nutritional authorities in “victory 
meals” in building a stronger America. Lowered resistance to 
disease and other ill effects result from diets which are low in 
this important food element. - we 

Stating that an army of nutrition workers, scientists, physi- 
cians and others in the public health field are engaged in an all- 
out effort to conquer malnutrition and to insure “victory meals 
for 131 million Americans, the National Live Stock and Meat 
Board calls attention to the high value of meat as a source of 
the factors so necessary in an adequate diet. 

Among these necessary factors, according to the Board, is 
protein which ranks first as a body-builder. No life exists with- 
out protein and it makes up about eighteen per cent of the hu- 
man body. In addition to its importance in building and repairing 
body tissue, protein furnishes energy and also enters into the 
structure of certain hormones which have a specific action on 
vigor and general efficiency. 

The word “protein” was coined in 1838 by Mulder, a Dutch 
chemist, from the word “proteois” which means “in first place.” 
All proteins are made up of various amino acids, often called 
“building stones.” When the protein of our foods is digested, 
these amino acids are set free and are reconstructed to fit the 
needs of each body cell. 

Pointing out that a plentiful supply of protein is necessary 
for good health, the Board states that persons subsisting on low- 
protein diets are usually below par, both physically and mentally. 
These results have been observed during wars and famines when 
the supply of protein foods of animal origin is limited. A lowered 
resistance to disease and other ill effects also result from a low- 
protein intake. 

Authorities recommend about one-half gram, or perferably 
two-thirds gram per pound of body weight as the daily protein 
requirement. This means that a man weighing 155 pounds re- 
quires about 100 grams of protein daily—about three and one-half 
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ounces. Children require two to three times as much protein per 
unit of body weight as adults. 

Contrary to former beliefs that high protein (meat) diets 
cause kidney disease, physicians now use such diets in treating 
kidney ailments. Dr. Leo K. Campbell at Rush Medical College, 
Chicago, has shown that on diets high in protein, over-weight per- 
sons lost eight to twelve pounds monthly. He also proved the 
value of a high-protein diet for weight gaining. 

The accompanying chart, prepared by the National Live Stock 
and Meat Board and carrying the seal of acceptance of the Council 
on Foods and Nutrition of the American Medical Association, shows 

the importance of meat as a source of protein. Because 
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they contain all necessary “building stones,” proteins of 
animal origin—meat, milk, cheese and eggs, rank 
highest nutritionally and are therefore called “com- 
plete” proteins. Half of the daily protein intake 
should be of animal origin. Glandular meats such as 
liver and kidney contain protein of exceptionally high 
value. Four ounces of meat supplies twenty-four per 
cent of the daily protein requirement. 

A sufficient daily protein supply of animal origin 
is furnished by two servings of meat; or by one serv- 
ing of meat, 2 glasses of milk, and 2 eggs. The ad- 
ditional protein needed in the diet may be obtained 
from more of these foods and from cerals, legumes, etc.
